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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Panaccione(2003/0005599) in view of Giese (5572805) . 

Panaccione shows an orthotic insert comprising a first portion (10) with a tongue (12) 
and metatarsal raise (14) and a second portion (20 and 30) substantially as claimed and 
teaches forming the different portions from materials with different properties except for 
the exact shape of the second portion and explicitly stating the % difference in 
resistance. Giese teaches forming a support second portion in a J-shape (12, figure 
73). The exact % difference in resistance is considered either inherent or at least 
obvious. It would have been obvious to make the second portion J-shaped as taught by 
Giese and to make the materials with the % difference as claimed in the insert of 
Panaccione to provide greater support on the medial or lateral side and since it has 
been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied aobve further in view of Hauser (6247250). 
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Panaccione as modified above shows an orthotic insert substantially as claimed 
except for explicitly stating that the materials used, i.e. EVA, etc. is capable of being 
heated and formed to the foot of a wearer. Hauser specifically teaches that EVA is 
capable of being heated and formed to the foot of a wearer (see column 5 lines 20-25). 
It would have been obvious to heat form the EVA insert as taught by Hauser in the 
insert of Panaccione as modified above to form the insert to the exact contour of the 
foot.
